Football 


The 1952 Eastern gridders were acclaimed at the season’s end as among the best 
Viking squads in post-war years. Big and rangy from end to end, they ran over most of 
opponents by sheer power. 


Against Oblong in the season’s opener, the Vikings had five touchdowns called 
back by their over-eagerness, but still managed to swamp the Panthers. 


A change in schedule because of the polio epidemic brought Eastern against C. 
H. S. for the first time in three years. The Trojans were up for this game, and the bruis- 
ing battle ended in a tie. 


Against Paris the Vikings suffered a severe loss in the injury of fullback Ray 
Fisher early in the game. The Tigers went on to eke out a 14-7 victory. 


With Fisher still sidelined, the next week against Martinsville the squad just 
couldn’t get started, and again was edged by one touchdown. 


The big fullback’s return to duty brought a swift change in the Vikings. The 
machine began to show its real power, rolling over Palestine and St. Elmo. The climax 
of the season came a week before its end. The vaunted Casey Warriors, considered one 
of the area’s finest teams, ran up against Eastern. Superior weight told the tale, as a 
bruised and beaten Casey squad found to their discomfort. 


An all-senior team was fielded for the final game of the season, and they romp- 
ed to a 48-13 victory over Bethany. 


This year’s Vikings were the largest in several years. Topping all was fullback 
Ray Fisher, 230 pounds, who won statewide attention for his battering plunges at op- 
posing lines. Gordon Duckworth, diminutive and tricky halfback, added spice to Eastern’s 
attack. 


Among those carrying on for the Vikings next year will be Jack Mattingly, hard 
tackling back; Larry Duckworth, sturdy guard, and Charlie Montgomery, hulking line- 
man.
